TWO ARE DEAD

In countless other places, clog- 
ged sewers backed into base- 
ments. Pumps spurted water onto 
downtown streets. Some cafes 
and stores were closing because 
the pumps failed to keep water 
down. Power and heat has been 
turned off in many buildings, 
including hospitals. 

In urging the evacuation of wo- 
men and children, Brig. Morton, 
the flood-control commander, pre- 
dicted the situation will be worse 
before it gets better, 


MORE DIFFICULTIES 
The flood was interfering with 


the city’s daily life. It might cause 


dislocation of utilities such as tele- 
phones and transportation. Evacu- 
ees from flood zones—16,000 or so 
from St. Vital alone by the time 
that municipality is cleared by 
Friday—had doubled the normal 
population of some Winnipeg dis- 
tricts. 

That was unsatisfactory from a 
health and public services view- 
point. Sanitation and hygiene 
would become more difficult. 
Milk for babies might not be 
available. 

“The dispersal of as many non- 
combatants as possible from the 
city will serve to make the task of 
those fighting the floods easier. 
This suggestion does not include 
those carrying on norma! business 
activity. It will relieve the pres- 
sure on sewers, traffic arteries and 
transportation facilities. 

“Those who can conveniently 
evacuate their families to points 
outside Greater Winnipeg are 
urged to do so without delay.”

tion if they issued opinions which might 
be quoted against them in subsequent 
cases affecting RCMP personnel.’ 

The first reason for refusal is purely 
frivolous because an academic answer can 
always be given to any academic question. 
Moreover, it is ridiculous to suppose that 
the department did not already have full 
details of the Edmonton case. 

The second reason for refusal] contains 
such sinister implications that it is almost 
beyond belief;

Something To Hide? 


(a) The federa] department of justice, 
for example, will not advise Canadian citi- 
zens on Canadian law because its first 
responsibility, in the matter of such advice, 
is to the RCMP. 

In other words. the RCMP is a priv- 
ileged body accorded rights that are not 
given to other citizens. 

(b) The status of the RCMP with re- 
gard to obedience to civil law is a state 
secret. And a government department 
must not reveal it. 

(c) Canadians are not entitled to know, 
from their government, whether or not 
there is a “‘law within the law” applicable 
to mounties and no one else. 

The Edmonton Bulletin is not seeking 
to condemn the general police activities of 
the RCMP for whose past performance it 
entertains a vast respect and admiration. 
We have no quarre] with its splendid per- 
sonnel. 

But it is seeking to find out whether 
or not any police organization in Canada 
has been given special Site og and placed 
beyond the reach of the ordinary law en- 
forcement machinery applicable to every 


other citizen. 
It is seeking to discover if a mountie 


is amenable only to the provisions of the 
RCMP Act and not to the provisions of 
other federal provincial and city law. 

It wants to know if members of any 
police organization can be tried in their 
own institutional courts and are out of the 
jurisdiction of the ordinary courts of the 
country. 

If all these things are so, and the 
reticence of the department of justice 
appears to confirm them, this country has 
set up a police organization with special 
privileges and special immunities and this 
is an abomination and an anachronism in 
our democratic way of life,

Let’s Talk About 
Alberta’s Interests 


As an Albertan, the current 
Pipe-line debate jn Ottawa is 
about as interesting as listening 
to your friends discuss your 
funeral arrangements before you 
are dead. 

For weeks there has been end- 
less talk about serving Canada’s 
interests first in the matter of 
supplying natural gas and this 
lofty principle has been explain- 
ed on the basis of supplying cer- 
tain other provinces first with 
Alberta gas. 

It is only natural that members 
from other provinces should do 
their best to look afte. the in- 
terests of their own electors, but 
this doesn't alter the fact that 
this whole argument has turned 
on the single point of how much 
benefit other Canadian centres 
will derive from Alberta gas. 

No one has worried much about 
whether or not any of the propo- 
sitions would be in the best in- 
terests of Alberta, Possibly the 
all-Canada route is to be prefer- 
red, Possibly the American route 
has certain advantages. 


Consider Our 
Own Position 


But it might be nice if some of 
the members were to break down 
and consider Alberta's position 
in the whole matter, 

George Prudham, in speaking 
during the debate said, “I be- 
lieve that everyone in the house 
js of the opinion that ‘anadian 
needs should be served first. 
Coming from Alberta, and from 
Edmonton which is the centre of 
the new oll and gas development, 
I am greatly concerned about the 
disposition of our great resources. 

“I have lived in Alberta for 
the last 20 years. Many times dur- 
ing that interval I have been 
prompted to think that many peo- 
ple look upon Alberta as a good 
place in which to sell farm ma- 
chinery aod other manufactured 
products, to sell life insurance 
and to lend money at high rates 
of interest, with little thought for 
the welfare of that part of the 
country. Alberta has been dis- 
criminated against for years, in 
my opinion, by adverse freight 
eT epeacy 

Mr. Prudham could have con- 
tinued with his list, because that 
does seem to be the attitude of 
other portions of Canada

The interests of Canada must 
be served first. But that proposi- 
tion depends upon the part of 
Canada in which you live, 

Today, we know that coal con. 
tracts have been cancelled. It 
has been estimated that some of 
the Alberta mines are losing 50 
to 60 per cent of their produc- 
tion, and that loss would seem 
to be permanent. You may say 
that this curtailment of coal pro- 
duction in favor of oil has re- 
sulted from a short-sighted policy 
that has priced Alberta coal out 
of business. 

But even before that happen- 
ed, there was no frantic fight in 
the House of Commons to place 
Canadian interests first in the 
matter of coal. 

It sulted other parts of Canada 
to buy their coal from the U.S.A. 
This left western Canada and the 
Maritimes in a bad spot. 

I don't recall any desperate 
last ditch struggle to have Cana- 
dian coal production utilized be- 
fore any American coal was im- 
ported. This concern over the 
serving of Canadian needs first, 
would be more touching If there 
was the faintest Interest in what 
would be best for Alberta, in- 
Stead of this endless debate over 
what the rest of Canada hopes to 
get out of Alberta, 


That Should 
Be the Test 


It may be serving Canadian 
needs first to deduct freigit rates 
from what the Alberta producer 
sells and add them to what the 
Alberta consumer buys. It may 
be proper to have televisfon de- 
veloped for Toronto at Alberta's 
expense and to fix tariff and 
quotas to serve Eastern interests 

But if this represents the ideas 
of those who harp about serving 
Canadian interests first, then it is 
about time that Alberta started 
Sitting back and demanding that 
the only policies to be considered 
respecting Alberta gas and oil 
should be the policies that will 
do most for Alberta. 

That should be the test to ap-
